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MONTREAL (CUP) - Over four 
hundred students marched 
through Montreal to Premier 
René Levesque's office in the 
Hydro-Quebec building yester- 
day to demand an end to 
educational cutbacks and po- 
lice Intervention In the pro- 
vince's schools. 

Students came primarily from 
schools where' there has been 
recent unrest: CEGEP Vieux 
Montreal, CEGEP Andre Lau- 
rendeau, CEGEP Rosemont, 
CEGEP Montmorency and the 
Université .du Quebec a 
Montreal.' Protesters carried 
banners denouncing police in- 
terference into schools and 
chanted slogans proclaiming 
the "solidarity" of all the various 
delegations. 

The unrest at CEGEP Vieux 
Montreal centres around stu- 
. dent payment for needed prin- 
ted materials; the absence of an 
^office for the college's student 
council and administration's 
plans to reduce enrolment. 

Two student occupations at - 
the CEGEP last, month were : 
broken up by police, as were j 
two occupations at Montreal's 
CEGEP Andre Laurendeau the 
previous week.JStudents there 
are demanding completion of a ' 
promised sports complex. 

Students at Vieux Montreal 
plan an all-day assembly on 
March 9 to form a "common 
fror\t" between teachér8, .tech> 
nicians and students. The* ad- 
ministration's plan to reduce 
enrolment, said Vieux Montreal 
student leader France Cloutler, 
will mean the loss of Jobs for 
teachers and technicians. "We 
need to make clear , the -link 
between the right Jojeducation 
and the rlgh tittfflEffiMk .'' she 
explained, ''"^^fl^WPPr ' 

Spokespersons for the dele- 
gations from CEGEP Mont- 
morency in Quebec City and 
CEGEP Rosemont In Montreal 
told the protesters at the Hydro 
Quebec building that they- had 
been active last semester in 
opposing cutbacks at their 
schools and had - Joined the 
march "in solidarity" with the 
other delegations. 

Economics students from 
UQAM said they were.on strike 
because of the university's' 
refusal to hire more professors 
qualified to teach Marxist econ- 
omics, to fire a professor whole 
considered "incompetent" and 
to'provlde economics textbooks 
In French. 

Among the slogans were 
"Parti Québécois, Parti Bour- 
geois". Spokespersons from 
each delegation denounced the 
Levesque government at the 
rally. François Desbiens, secre- 
tary-treasurer of ANEQ, said 



after the rally there was a tot of 
dl8enchantment'among:8tu-: 
dents with the Parti Québécois. 

ANEQ Is particularly critical 
of the government; particularly 
of Its refusal to implement 
promised free tuition and its 
decision to Impose differential 
fees for foreign students. ; ... 

One Vieux-Montréal stuclent 
following the rally told CUP that 
besides direct police inter- 
vention, the most effective 
répressive tactic used to 
squelch student activism Is a 
provincial directive which al- 
lows CEGEP administrations to 
expel students for non- 
academic reasons. Assistant 
Deputy Education Minister 
André Rousseau has said of the 
directive, "if someone doesn't 
meet the standards of the col- 
lectivity, we put him out.'* 
' ANEQ spokesperson Daniel 
Pauquet called the directive a 
"discriminatory measure" 
which was devised under the 
former Liberal, regime but only 
came Into effect last spring' 
under the PQ government. He 
doubts the Levesque govern- 
ment will remové the ruling 
unless there is strong pressure 
from students to do so. Don 
Hall. Dawson College director 
of student services however, 
called the directive "mythical" 
and said* neither he~ nor his 
colleagues In other GEGEPs 
have received it. But, he admit- 
ted to receiving a letter from the 
Ministry of Education giving 
administrations the power to 
expel students whose eligibil- 
ity at a CEGEP may be in 
question.

Culture fabric threadbare

News of the content of 
Camille Laurln's White Paper 
on culture leaked out this week 
despite efforts to keep the 
controversial document secret 
until the cabinet could agree on 
Its orietatlon. 
The White Paper's main goal 



Is to improve the cultural fabric 
of Québec society and to do 
this recommends the safe- 
guarding and stj^gthening of 
Québec Institutbns. 

The document has been 
under heavy criticism since 
cabinet ministers began to 
review It about a month ago. 




After Bill 101's roasting in the Anglophone press, Camille Laurin's 
newest project, "Le Livre Blanc sur la Culture" Is beginning to 
receive much of the same treatment. - . : . 



Some cabinet members have 
disagreed with Its definition of 
culture and the extent to which 
the state has a role In develop- 
ing It. Other PQ sources have 
said that the paper may be 
unappealing to Quebecers be- 
cause of its recommendations 
on Improving lifestyles. 

The document also recom- 
mends the usé of government 
funds to set up a news service 
which would better serve* Qué- 
bec's newspapers. René Lé- 
vesque and Laurin have appa- 
rently disagreed on plans to 
provide an aiternptlve news 
service. Lévesque fears that 
legislation in! that areà will be 
seen as intérvéntîdnlsi.

American profs 

Fights illiteracy 



NEW YORK (CUP) - An 
English professor at New Jer- 
sey's GlassboroJ^Stat%;Coilege 
Is waging hisTovvn^war against 
bad language by publishing 
The Underground Grammarian 
monthly^ and anonymously 
from the basement of his 
home. 

Richard Mitchell outlined the 
purpose of his publication In Its 
first Issue: "Clear language 
engenders clear thought, and 
clear thought Is the most 
Important benefit of eduqa- 
tlon... Every month; Tlie Under- 
ground Grammarian will pub- 
lish examples of Indecent ex- 
posure — unseemly public 
displays of bad English at 
Glassboro." 

Mitchell ^found plenty of 
material among the memos and 
written work of the college's 
600 teachers and administra- 
tors — only students are 
Immune — and has guaranteed 
some success by Including the 
names and salaries of offen- 



ders alongside quoted exam- 
pies of bad writing. 

College president Mark 
Chamberlain has been fre- 
quently quoted in the 1200- 
circulatlon publication since It 
first appeared a year ago. In a 
recent Issue, one of his letters 
rnade the front page, under the 
headline "Mark Chamberlain 
writes agalnl" it read: 

"Çvèn in the most quantita- 
tive subjects there is some 
error or at least a'^lack of 
reproduceablllty In the termlna- 
, tlon of scores on any one 
examination; In subject areas 
In which more subjective deter- 
minations are made, this lack 
of reproduceablllty Is exacer- 
bated." X 

Rather than attempt;>,t6 dis- 
sect the prose, The Grammar» 
ian quoted Ben Jonson: "Nei- 
ther can his mind be thought to 
be, In tune, whose words do 
Jarre; nor his reason In frame, 
whose sentence Is preposter- 
ous."

I am quite amazed at the 
howls of protest that have 
erupted from the McGIII Daily 
as a result of last night's 
decision of the Students' Soci- 
ety. The proposed changes to 
the Publications Board bylaw 
are not as. terrible as the Dally 
malces them 'out tojie. 

The oniy'dlifférencè between 
the original proposal and the 
change to that proposal Is t|iat 
Council would have to approve 
the McGIII DaHy budget after 
the budget has been approved 
bythePubiicationsBoard. Once 
Council approval Is given to the 
budget, the Publications Board 
would then have sole and final 
approval over said budget. This 
is precisely what the Dally 
wishes (the sole and 'fkial 
authority of the Publications 
Board). 

.A8;a point of interest to the 
readers of the paper. The 
present setup a\ the University 
of Toronto stipulates that the 
Publications Board will have 
final approval over the finances 
of thé, un iversity's newspaper 
only after thisSiudents' Council 
at U of T has passed the 
budget. So the proposal mads 
last night at Council Is not 
extraordinary, it was not un- 
called-for, and has proved 
workable at one of the biggest 
tiniversity's . In the country. I 
see no reason why It would not 
be workable at McGIII. 

I find It Inconceivable that 
the Individuals who drafted this 
amendment did not anticipate 
any changes In the body of the 
amendment. After all,. Council 
Is the elected representative 
body, of the McGIII student 
population. It Is there to make 
decisions — not to rubber 
stamp the wishes of the seven 
"chosen" Individuals who draf- 
ted the amendment. 

In closing I would like to 
point out that the changes to 
the budgetary process Intro- 
duced at Council last night 
were the work of two members 
of the Executive. They were 
drafted by myself with the help 
fo Mr. W(ener. The changes 
that I : proposed bringing to 
Council's attention in the event 
that the original form would be 
defeated, were the changes 
that Mr. Wiener eventually 
proposed.

Cutalar said that the 
Council uses their financial 
power "whenever possible to 
Interfere with thé operation of 
the paper." By controlling the 
subsidy, he added. Council 
controls the number of Issues 
The Varsity can publish, the 
number of pages-per-lssue they 
publish, and the ratio between 
the number of ad pages and 
copy pages the paper can print. 

Cutalar added that a body 
with a total lack of under- 
standing of the print business, 
such as a students' council, 
should not and cannot have any 
thing to do with a student 
newspaper, If that paper Is to 
o/jerate efficiently. 
■ Mr. Qertler, had you bo- 
thered to substantiate your 
claim with fact before making a 
claim to fame, your argument

Trample on

Hugo Blanco, a former Peru- 
vian revolutionary, spoke to 
McGIII students last Tuesday 
night on the violation of human 
rights In Latin America. 

The blame for the misery of 
the Latin American people Ilea 
In the semi-colonial econcmlc 
structures, allowing the con- 
tinued exploitation of Latin 
America by Imperialist couri- 
trles, Blanco said. He elabor- 
ated that the US has actively 
opposed reformist governments 
and political movements 
throughout Latiri America, in 
order to. protect the profits of 
large American corporations. 
.For' Latin Americans, such 
action signifies an Increase in. 
repression, higher unemploy- 
ment, lower wages, and a 
decrease In quality and avalb 
ability of social services. 

Blanco added that the exis- 
tence of repression and torture 
does not mean that Pinochet 
and other dictators are blood- 
thirsty generals. Rather It Is a 
symptom of the present econo- 
mic structurés binding Latiri 
America. He demonstrated the 
direct relationship between the 
amount of Investment going 
into a country, and the level of 
repression existing In that 
country at any given time, r 

Blanco explained that Chile in 
1964, when hufnan rights were 
not badiy violated, yielded 
lower corporate profits, in 1970 




when there was an improvement 
In human rights, -/companies 
such as Noranda withdrew their 
capital, and in 1973 when vio- 
lations of human rights in- 
creased sharply after the mili- 
tary coup, there was an Imme- 
diate Increase in corporate In- 
vestments. ; 

With corporations such as 
^Brascan in Brazil, Inco In 
Quatemala, Bata in Peru, and 
Noranda in Chile, Canada Is the 
second largest Investor In Latin 
America, Blanco stated. Accor- 
ding to Bianco, since the coup 
In Chile Canada has Investéâ^l' 
billion dollars In that country. 
Canadian banks sucli as the 
Royal Bank of Canada, the Bank 
of Nova Scotia, and the Bank of 
Commerce In collaboration with 
American banking Institutions, 
have loaned Chile the money It 
needed to pay off Its. European 
debts Incurred before the coup. 

Blanco also said that while 
the Canadian government has 
criticized the Pinochet regime, 
its actions have contradicted 
such verbal disapproval. The 
Canadian government guaran- 
tees investments In Chile 
through the Export Develop- 
ment Corporation, and has also 
supported World Bank and IMF 
loans to Chile which have 
amounted to a. total of 631 
million dollars since the coup. 

Blanco stressed that Cana- 
dians can effectively protest 
violations of human rights. 
European solfdarlty is strong for

Blanco explained how his 
own life was saved by ' an 
International Solldartty Cam- 
paign and emphasized how ef- 
fective such actions can be. 
Suggesting four ways in which 
Canadians can help the human 
rights situation in Latin Ameri- 
ca, Blanco urged Canadians to 
stop the Canadian government 
^f^om^helplng those companies

regimes. Also to demand the 
release of political prisoners 
and that those exiled from their 
native countrtes be allowed' to 
return. Demand thatij political 
asylum be glvenO'tolfflibse 
dissidents escaping repression 
In their own countries can also .

Blanco himself hopes tb be 
allowed back In Peru to parti- 
cipate In the 1978 elections, the 
first to be held In that country 
for the past IS years. 
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Massacre in Iran continues 

The recent events In Iran have culminated to a peak as the 
Iranian people continue determinedly to oppose the Shah's 
oppressive regime. ,; .,,^'<^u^i,;: 

According to the international newspapers 1n the past 
week, hundreds have been killed and Injured In a 
demonstration held In Tabriz by the Shah's army In open 
firing. More violent resistance has followed as the army has 
continued to establish martial law and a curtew. Many 
banks, movie theaters, shops, buildings and properties 
belonging to Imperialist companies have been destroyed by 
Tabriz demonstrators. 

The main thrust behind these events has been, on one hand / 
the continuation of events that occurred on January 11, 1978 
In Qom where many people were killed by the Shah's army in a 
peaceful demonstration and on the other hand', the people are 
demanding the return of a 15-year exiled Moslem leader — 
Ayatollah Khomeini. The Iranian people above all are 
demanding an end to the Shah's puppet regime and American 
Imperialism.

. ^It has also tieen argued that 
the development of appropriate 
technologies could transform 
the trivial, meaningless ex- 
ploitation of human resources 
that presently exists Into more 
rewarding and creative human 
actlvlties^in ^wHich i.thcupMicV' 
pants Karâ^ldentlfléd^âfâSr!

Energyj ^h s'umptlon is In- 
creasing eSSaiSe there are more 
people. " * ■ ■ 

ThIs Malthuslan concept has 
totally ignored the great dispar- 
ity in energy consumption 
between the "haves" and the 
"have nots". It, in fact is not 
supported by empirical data. 
For example In Manitoba, be-' 
tween 1961-1971 the total ener- 
gy growth was 58% while the 
population only increased 7%. 
Comparing this to Canada we 
find that for the same period 
energy growth was 77% and 
population growth was 19%. 
Manitobans are increasing en- 
ergy consumption considerably 



faster than the per capita 
national Increase and for elec- 
tricity the'rate Is almost twice 
the national average. 

Manitoba Hydro would have 
you believe that the electrical 
generating capacity they are 
constructing is a response to a 
consumer demand but in -ac- 
tuality hydro has been creating 
the demand. I would like to draw 
your attention to a brief article 
from the Manitoban Coalition 
for Nuclear Responsibility's 
tabloid entitled Nuclear JReac- , 
tlon. 

Fabricated Demands 

Firm peak demand represents 
the maximum amount of power 
required by ail consumers at a 
given point in time and must be 
considered a key factor in 
determining electrical genera- 
ting requirements. Between the 
vMrsAendlng; March 31, 1972 
'anci?MàrcH'31, 1976, Manitoba 
firm peaks demand for electri- 
city rose by/ 528,000 kilowatts 
(approximately 30%) according 
to the 1976 Annual Report of 
Manitoba Hydro. The space, 
heating power requirement for 

' an average suburban house Is 1 6 
kilowatts. Apartment units re- 
quire less than this. About 
3i ,000 electrically heated home 
unjts (both homes and apart- 
ments) were built during this 
period, The resulting Increase In 
space heatliig accounted for at 
least 50% of the increase In firm 

' peakVdemand during that 
period. 

Certain evidence would Indi- 
cate that the alleged "demand" 
for electrical spaca heating has 
been caused largely by the lack 
of an integrated Canadian 
energy policy' and by the pro- 
motion of "electrification" by 
Manitoba Hydro. In fact the 
current policy of the Manitoba 
Housing and Renewal Corpora- 
tion is to heat most new public 
housing electrically. 

: ; It would appear reasonable to 
accept the conclusion of a paper 
prepared by the Planning Secre- 
tariat of Cabinet of the Manitoba 
Government that "the Manitoba 
Hydro policy of encouraging 
conversion to eiectrlc^^space 
heatlng" Is largely iresponslbie 

, forthe projectionsof a reqijired 
growth rate of (electrical) gener- 
ating capacity." In other words, 



Marfitoba Hydro appears to be 
creating the demand.cn which 
forecasts "proving" the "neces- 
sity" of nuclear power are 
based.. 

In Manitoba during the last 
few years annual growth rates 
for electricity have dropped and 
this last year .there was no 
growth in electrical consump- 
tion. Hydro has attributed this 
to the present economic re- 
cession, incidentally, which 
they have significantly contri- 
buted by borrowing large a- 
mounts of capital from^outside 
the country to fund thé capital 
intensive hydro proiect8,a||jiii 

A malor questiori^^nowPlsl 
whether Hydro will try to reduce 
these losses by stimulating 
more electrical consumption or 
by incréa^lng the electrical 
rates or perhaps. a comblhatioh. 
of both. Either, way you and. I 
will pay more; and the real 
villains like INCO will continue 
to be subsidized. This leads to 
Myth No. 4. 

Myth IV 

The rich pay more for the 
energy than the poor. 

Certainly as percent of , In- 
come this Is obviously false 
and I have Included a chart 
which shows how dramatic the 
disparity is between low and 
high Income earners. This is a 
fact which Is often Ignored 
when higher priced energy Is 
used to encourage people to 
conserve. At present,- the poor 
pay 25% of their Income toward 
energy and unless tax credits 
were provided Increasing prices 
for energy will obly aggravate 
the existing situation. 
' Comparing In more absolute, 
terms the existing electrical 
rate structure we find the poor 
subsidizing the large corpora- 
tions. You and 1 pay conslder- 
,abiy more per unit of energy 
' consumed than the large cor- 
porate consumers. If 'govern- 
ments are concerned about, 
reducing energy consumption' 
then high volume users should 
pay more not less. 

MythV 

Nuclear Energy Is a cheap, 
safe source of electricity. 

The nuclear Irïdustry in Cana- 
da has been stating this for 
many years but recently this 
- statement has been challenged 



as critics expose misihanage- 
ment and misrepresentation, 
technical errors and outright 
financial incompetence within 
the nuclear Industry. As I have 
pointed out previously, nuclear 
energy Is the most , capital 
Intensive Xelectrjc utility that 
has ever èxistêd and creates 
fewer jobs per dollar Invested 
than any other energy supply 
system. 

In Canada the Industry has 
received massive tax subsidies 
to cover research and develop- 
ment^ costs, rapid' escalating 
capital costs, losses on foreign 

'sales (over $20 million lost on 
the sale of CANDU reactor to 
Argentina) and kickback pay- 
ments to sales agents (AECL is 
still trying to account for $18 
million). • 

The economies of nuclear 
were getting so bleak that the 
Canadian government and sev- 
eral Canadian uranium sup- 
pliers have resorted to price ' 
fixing, it's Interesting to note 
that because Canada has no 
Freedom of Information legis- 
lation, Canadians could not get 
access to government docu- 
ments but the United' States 
Congressional Committee on 
Oversight and Investigations 
(through the U.S. Freedom of 

: InformatloniLegislatlon) has 
recently -been^exposing the 
Canadian governments role In 
the uranium price fixing cartel. 
Capital costs for CANDU 

. systems have been escalating 
considerably higher than Infla- 

àtion costs .and tliis doesn't- 

pinclude all the hidden costs 
associated with nuclear'such a 
stringent security of fuels and 
operating plants, decommis- 
sioning (dismantling the reac- 
tor after its '25-30 year lifetime) 
and disposal of radioactive 
wastes (some wastes have to 
be isolated from all living ' 
organisms for 250,000 years). 

Considering these costs, are 
nuclear plants really worth the 
risks? Wouldn't the money be 
betteLspent on energy conser- 
vatl5f|5nd l^h e development of 
rehev^^wtergy resources? 

We will be freezing in the 
dark if we don't continue to 
expand the nuclear energy 
program. 

More likely the reverse is 
true, we will be freezing In the 
dark if we attempt to build 
nuclear plants to meet the 
AECL's projected energy de- 
mand since nuclear consumes 
more energy than it produces 
'during the building phase. For 
example, if one plant Is started 
each seccessive year and It 
takes five years to complete 
(this Is a low estimate), It will 
be thirteen years before there is 
a^net output' pf energy. More 
energy has gone into building 
the plants than they have 
generated during this time. The 
AECb is predicting an exponen- 
tial'' demand In energy growth 
which even further lengthens 
the time period before we get 
any net output of energy. 

All centrallzed electricity 
generation systems are^vuiner- 
. able to blackouts and nuclear 
has even greater problems 
because of the long repair time 



necessary, fn contaminated are- 
as. If a reactor goes dovvn In the 
winter we might find ourselves 
burning candles and old furni- 
ture for heat and light. If, and I 
pray not, a reactor had a major 
accident the devastation of 
people and environment would 
leave the survivors freezing In 
the dark. 

Myth VII 

Solar energy cannot make 
any significant contribution to 
our energy supply for the near 
future. . . ' 

Wood, which Is a renewable 
form of solar energy if well 
managed, Is presently provid- 
ing the same primary energy as 
nuclear (although not as high 
grade) with no research and 
development Investment while 
nuclear has devoured over $2 
billion. The present research 
and development priorities of 
both federal and provincial 
governments with perhaps the 
exception of Prince Edward 
Island are shewed drastically 
toward nuclear (federal nuclear 
research ; and development and 
$90 mlliron'(1977) total federal 
renewable energy research and 
development $3 million (1977)). 
If the research and develop- 
ment priorities «were shifted 
toward conservation and re- 
newable sources we would see 
a dramatic Inprovement in the 
economic viability of. renewable 
energy sources. 

The most efficient way for 
solar energy to replace dwind- 
ling supplies of fossil fuels Is 
to match the solar technology 
to the end point energy use. To 
heat your home with electricity 
generated from a nuclear reac- 
tor is like cutting butter with a 
chain saw. The source and end 
point use are not matched 
since temperatures In a nuclear 
reactor 'reach thousands of 
degrees while we only need a 
temperature of 100 degrees 
Celsius for space heating. For 
this application of a combina- 
tion of central heating using 
wood or garbage combined 
.with solar collection would be a 
.better match. 

Armory Louis has done a 
study for the Science Council 
of Canada, Exploring Energy 
Elfldent FyturesJor Canada. 
His analysis is based on this 
concépt of energy matching,. In 
.scientific terminology, called 
"thermody namie matching", 
and he concludes that 'Canada 
could choose an energy future 
vAlth no nuqiear and no fossil 
fuels. Although this"^ scenario 
would require major Initiatives 
in reducing enerjgy- waste and 
applying technical fixés' (wring- 
ing the maximum amount of 
useful work out of each unit of 
energy) In Industry, commerce, 
transport and residential sec- 
tors, he argues that this type of 
projection presents a wide 
range of social and political 
choices not presently seen.
